WASHINGTON — Republican Sen. 
Susan Collins of Maine said late Thurs- 
day that she would vote to allow wit- 
nesses in President Donald Trump’s 
impeachment trial, building momen- 
tum for the Democrats’ effort to hear 
more testimony and increasing the 
possibility of a drawn-out trial the 
White House hoped to avoid. 

But Sen. Lamar Alexander of Ten- 
nessee said in a statement there was 
“no need for more evidence,” giving 
the Trump team the possibility of a 
deciding vote in their direction. 

Collins, a centrist senator, an- 
nounced her decision after the Senate 
concluded a long question-and-an- 
swer session with the House Demo-

Restrictions 
potentially 
challenge 
refinery sale

Advocates for restoring the Philadel- 
phia Energy Solutions complex in 
South Philadelphia as an oil refinery 
say the 1,300-acre property comes 
with legal restrictions that inhibit its 
reuse as anything unrelated to energy 
or chemical production, complicating 
the property’s potential bankruptcy 
sale to an industrial redeveloper. 

A deed restriction on the proper- 
ties, included as part of a previous 
sale, provides that the land can be 
used only for commercial or industri- 
al activity. The language specifically 
excludes schools, nursing homes, resi- 
dential-style facilities, and “publicly 
accessible recreation areas,” which 
some community activists had hoped 
would replace refining operations. 

Another deed restriction appears to 
even more narrowly circumscribe po- 
tential uses of the property by limit- 
ing disturbances of its soil, which is
